London, .\pril 16 — Bulletin — 
Replying in the House of Com- 
mons to previous criticisms of his 
activities at the peace conference 
Premier Lloyd-George said the 
situation was still full of perils 
for fhe allied countries'. He 
})!eaded that those who were try- 
ing to do thier best should be let 
alone. 

Premier Lloyd-George asserted 
that no conference in history fac- 
ed problems of such variety, com- 
1)lexity, magnitude and gravity. 
He dejjrecafed the attempts that 
had been made to sow dissensions 
among the allies and he insisted 
that"*the United States and Eu- 
rope had not been at variance. 

He further asserted that Rus- 
sia had not made any. peace over- 
fures and the qpestion of recog- 
nizing Russia had never been dis- 
cussed. He said it was his earn- 
est conviction that military mter- 
vention in Russia would be the 
greatest act of sapidity and that 
while the Bolshevik force was ap- 
parently growing, the Bolshevik 
itself v.as gradually breaking 
down before the relentless force 
of economic facts. 

Referring to the League of 
Nations, he said that the time 
spent on \\ was saved and not 
wasted, and would provide means 
){ adjusting possible errors'. 



London, April 16 — Rulletin — 
The allied representatives in 
Paris' have reached a complete 
understanding on the great fun- 
damental questions that would 
affect peace -with Germany, Pre- 
mier Lloyd-George declared in 
addressing the House of Com- 
mons today. He said the allies 
had formulated their demands 
which he hoped would be present- 
ed by the .end of next week. 

"We 'want a stem peace," he 
said, "because the occasion de- 
mands it. but it mu^ not be de- 
signed to gratify vengeance but 
to vindicate justice and, above all, 
we want to protect the future 
against a repetition of the horror 
of this war.
